Supes: ‘no confidence’ 
in auditor-controller

HUMBOLDT - Citing numerous failures with regard 
to managing payroll, county finances and filing fiscal re- 
ports, the Humboldt County Board of Supervisors has 
approved a vote of no confidence in Auditor-Controller 

= Karen Paz Dominguez. 

The vote was taken during a special 
meeting Monday morning, Nov. 22 in 
the wake of last week’s payroll debacle, 
in which county employees received 
their paychecks late. Due to decimal 
mistakes, some employees only received 
a fraction of what they were owed. 

But payroll failures are only one 
part of a lengthy list of complaints 
lodged against Paz Dominguez by 
county officials. 

A staff report for Monday’s meeting outlines alleged 
failures by the auditor-controller. The report states:

ARCATA — The City of Arca- 
ta is in the process of creating a 
Residential Rental Inspection 
Program (RRIP) to proactively 
address the issue of substandard 
long-term rental properties that 
create threats to the tenant’s safe- 
ty and the integrity of the building. 

As part of the process, city staff 
recently introduced a Residential 
Rental Unit Inspection Program 
Ordinance (Ordinance 1552) at 
the City Council meeting held on 
Wednesday, Sept. 15. The ordi- 
nance was reviewed by the City 
Council again on Wednesday, 
Oct. 20, and the Council direct- 
ed staff to create a community 
working group to receive more 
input and address concerns. 

The Building & Engineering 
Department is currently seek- 
ing applicants to join the RRIP 
Working Group. Volunteer par- 
ticipants in this group will work 
closely with community mem- 
bers and city staff to provide 
suggestions on how to best tailor 
the ordinance to meet the needs 


of the community.

The Community Develop- 
ment Department has worked 
to develop a Community Vi- 
sioning Survey for residents 
and non-residents to share their 
thoughts on Arcata’s future and 
provide feedback on how the 
city can implement their ideas 
regarding Arcata’s growth and 
development, neighborhoods 
and urban form, community 
engagement and community 
health, increasing art through- 
out Arcata, and environmental 
stewardship and sustainability. 

Community feedback will be 
used to help shape the way Ar- 
cata looks in the future. 

The Community Develop- 
ment Department has _facili- 
tated two virtual Arcata future 
visioning sessions with mem- 
bers of the public to inform and 


engage the community on up- 
dates to the city’s General Plan 
policies, which will help guide 
how the City of Arcata will look, 
function, provide services and 
manage resources for the next 
20 years.

— to have staff draw up a contract 
with Davis and bring it back to the 
board for consideration. 

After that vote, resident Gerald 
Rotter circulated a petition ask- 
ing that the campground remain 
closed. More than 65 people, 
mostly Manila residents, signed 
the petition. 

The campground has been a 
source of controversy for years, 
with residents complaining about 
dilapidated campers staying lon- 
ger than they are allowed to and 
visitors trashing the area. 

“It’s been open for 20 years and 
it’s been a problem for 20 years,” 
said District Manager Chris Drop. 

Last year, the Redwood Com- 
munity Action Agency held pub- 
lic scoping sessions to determine 
what kinds of improvements Ma- 
nila wanted to see at the park. 
Participants often mentioned that 
they wanted to close the camp- 
ground. 

But Faulk-Kellogg said that re- 
vitalizing the campground would 
also accomplish much of what the 
community wants. The camp host 
would serve as a park caretaker. 
As part of the proposal, Davis was 
also going to start a community 
garden and help organize commu-

Historically, the campground 
has made enough money to break 
even, even though it wasn’t mar- 
keted. The proposal from Davis 
included marketing the camp- 
ground online. 

“It’s very likely this would be 
a financial asset for the district,” 
Faulk-Kellogg said. 

As for the controversy over 
opening the campground, 
Faulk-Kellogg noted that it has 
been in operation for years. 

“When I think of this in that 
context, it wouldn’t be that dra- 
matic,” he said. 

Others, however, said that the 
town should have a plan for the 
park and consider other uses for 
the campground area.

“My first reaction is that I feel 
this is too soon to jump into an 
agreement with a caretaker before 
having a master plan in place,” 
said Manila resident and former 
boardmember Carol Vander Meer. 

Some raised concerns about the 
process. In this case, Davis came 
up with a proposal and contract 
language and approached the dis- 
trict. The district did not come up 
with its own proposal and then is- 
sue a request for proposals (RFP), 
which would allow others to com- 
pete for the camp host position. 

The district asked its attorney, 
Edwin Aquilar of The Mitchell 
Law Firm, whether it could legally 
award a contract to Davis without 
issuing a request for proposals. 

“There is no statutory obli- 
gation to publish an RFP in this 
case. The limited amount of case 
law also does not mandate and 
RFP in this case,” stated Aguilar in 
a letter to the district. “ However, 
it is good practice to publish one 
in the future for transparency and 
to avoid complaints.” 

Ultimately, Danielle Muniz 
made a motion to table the pro- 
posal indefinitely. This was sec- 
onded by Ryan and the motion 
passed 4-1, with Faulk-Kellogg 
dissenting.

¢ First 5’s legal counsel has contacted the county regard- 
ing the county’s failure to comply with the Memorandum of 
Understanding between the county and First 5, specific to 
fiscal services through the county Auditor-Controller 

¢ The FY 2020-21 cost plan was due Dec. 2019; it was not 
approved by the State Controller until June 2021 and still 
remains unposted;

¢ Budget blocks have been removed, making it difficult 
to manage appropriations; Government Code §29122 The 
board shall not approve a claim and the auditor shall not is- 
sue payment for any obligation in excess of that authorized 
in the budget unit appropriation, except upon an order of 
a court, for an emergency, or as otherwise provided by law 

¢ FY 2020-21 Adopted Budget has not been finalized or 
submitted to the State Controller Office as actuals for FY 
2019-20 are not yet available; The deadline was Dec. 1, 2020. 

¢ Failure to adhere to the Board of Supervisors request 
for written Board reports detailing operational impacts as- 
sociated to the payroll transfer and other county operations; 

¢ Failure to participate in meetings, collaborate or com- 
municate with departments or external agencies regarding 
financial transaction activities; 

¢ Refusal to update budget reports and participation in 
the budget process; and 

¢ Failure to take responsibility for her actions.” 

The board voted 3-2 in favor of the no confidence vote 
for Paz Dominguez, with supervisors Mike Wilson and Steve 
Madrone dissenting. They wanted to delay the vote for two 
weeks for procedural reasons. 

The auditor-controller is an elected position, so the 
board’s action is a reprimand, but does not remove Paz 
Dominguez from office. That could only be done with a re- 
call, or in the next election, which is on June 7, 2022. 

The Union emailed Paz Dominguez asking for a com- 
ment, but did not receive a reply before going to press Mon- 
day. 

Looming fiscal crisis 

Also at Monday’s meeting, the supervisors met in closed 
session to discuss potential litigation. The board received 
an ominous letter supposedly written by department direc- 
tors and deputy directors, who signed their names as Jane 
Does and John Does. 

“To avoid retribution or undue attention we hereby exe- 
cute this document in anonymity and will make our identi- 
ties knows [sic] at the proper time,” states the letter. 

The letter writers state that they are forming a group to 
address problems in the auditor’s office and to consider po- 
litical action and possibly litigation against the Board of Su- 
pervisors. 

“We bring this matter to your attention prior to making 
substantive or further action in the hope that the County of 
Humboldt officials understand the severe and critical nature 
of the growing and looming fiscal crisis which threatens the 
county organization,” the letter states. “The inability of the 
County to properly resolve its own fiscal and fiduciary short- 
falls, or to protect the organization, staff, and the taxpayer, 
threaten the organization, its employees, and Humboldt 
County residents as a whole and are a result of failures and 
financial missteps caused by the County Auditor Controller, 
Karen Paz Dominguez, as well as tolerance of her behaviors 
by the Board.”

HUMBOLDT STATE -— Distin- 
guished author and scientist Rob- 
in Wall Kimmerer will join Hum- 
boldt State students, faculty, and 
administrators for a virtual discus- 
sion on how HSU can incorporate 
Traditional Ecological Knowledge 
(TEK) into a future polytechnic 
curriculum.

An 
enrolled member of the Citizen 
Potawatomi Nation, Kimmerer’s

widespread acclaim to her ideas 
about nature, ecology, and Indig- 
enous knowledge.

lived experience as an Indigenous 
scientist,” says Capps.

HSU’s polytechnic vision in- 
cludes building on longstanding 
partnerships with local tribes.

The University is also home 
to some of the oldest Native and 
Tribal programs within the CSU 
and UC systems, including its na- 
tionally renowned Native Ameri- 


can Studies Department, in addi-

Ciry oF ARCATA 
ARCATA — The City 
of Arcata would like to 
remind residents that 
improperly stored trash 
and waste attracts wild- 


life. 
The Environmental 
Services Department 


has received a recent 
increase of complaints 
from residents regard- 
ing improper garbage 
storage and_ disposal, 
which has been causing 
at least one bear and 
other wildlife to visit Ar- 
cata’s residential neigh- 
borhoods. 

The City of Arcata’s 
Municipal Code _ re- 
quires that solid waste 
be stored and disposed 
of in a timely manner 
that does not inconve- 
nience others, and when 
wild animals have access 
to trash bins, they scat- 
ter garbage throughout 
neighborhoods, streets 
and open space areas 
creating litter that be- 
comes a nuisance and 
pollutes the environ- 
ment. 

Bears, raccoons and 
other wildlife will nat- 
urally investigate food 
odors, and they are 
attracted to garbage, 
bird feeders, pet foods, 
compost piles and even 
grease on barbecue 
grills. 

To minimize wildlife 
impacts, residents are 
encouraged to remove 
the sources of wildlife 
attraction from their 
yards in order to protect 
the animals and prevent 
pollution. 

To minimize wildlife 
scattering garbage, resi- 
dents are encouraged to: 

e Secure trash bags 


inside garbage bins and 
store them in a secured 
area like a garage or 
shed, whenever possi- 
ble. If stored outside, 
use bear-proof garbage 
cans or secure garbage 
cans with bungee cords 
or locks. Overfilled and 
unsecured containers 
often create additional 
waste and provide easy 
access for wildlife. 

* Rinse off food con- 
tainers to be thrown 
away or recycled before 
placing them in the bin. 
This reduces food smells 
that attract wildlife. 

* Clean garbage cans 
regularly, using disin- 
fectants, bleach or white 
vinegar. Spray inside 
trash bins with ammo- 
nia between cleanings 
to help keep bears away. 
Wherever trash cans are 
stored, make sure the 
storage site is also kept 
clean. 

¢ Avoid putting gar- 
bage and _ recycling 
cans out the night be- 
fore trash pick-up days. 
Place garbage contain- 
ers outside as close to 
the pick-up time as pos- 
sible. 

¢ Place items and 
trash bags with strong 
food odors lower in the 
trash can so the smell is 
restricted. 

* Do not leave pet food 
out overnight. If pets 
must be fed outdoors, 
make sure all food is 
eaten and remove food 
bowls after feeding time.

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Scam call claims ‘cartel’ will kill loved ones 


Houmeso pt County SHERIFF’S OFFICE 

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office has recently 
received reports of a disturbing phone 
scam targeting local residents. 

As part of this scam, the scammer 
may call or send a text to the victim 
claiming that they are a member of a 
cartel. 

The scammer then threatens to 
kill the victim’s loved ones if they do 
not send thousands of dollars to the 
scammer immediately. 

The scammer has also reportedly 
sent graphic and disturbing images 
to victims attempting to convince the 
victims to send money. 

If you receive these scam calls or 
texts, do not send money, but notify 
your local law enforcement. 

Remember these tips to help pro- 
tect yourself from fraud: 

1. Spot imposters 

Scammers often pretend to be 
someone you trust, like a government 
official, a family member, a charity or 
a company with which you do busi- 


ness. Don’t send money or give out 
personal information in response to 
an unexpected request — whether it 
comes as a text, a phone call or an 
email. 

2. Do online searches 

Type a company or product name 
into your favorite search engine with 
words like “review,” “complaint” or 
“scam.” Or search for a phrase that 
describes your situation, like “IRS 
call.” You can even search for phone 
numbers to see if other people have 
reported them as scams. 

3. Don’t believe your caller ID 

Technology makes it easy for scam- 
mers to fake caller ID information, so 
the name and number you see aren’t 
always real. If someone calls asking 
for money or personal information, 
hang up. If you think the caller might 
be telling the truth, call back to a 
number you know is genuine. 

4. Talk to someone 

Before you give up your money or 
personal information, talk to some- 
one you trust. Con artists want you 


to make decisions in a hurry. They 
might even threaten you. Slow down, 
check out the story, do an online 
search, consult an expert — or just tell 
a friend. 

5. Don’t rely on personal informa- 
tion 

Living in the digital age, access 
to information is easier than ever. 
Scammers are often able to get their 
hands on very personal information, 
providing it to their victims to make 
their scam look more legitimate. 

Don’t trust a scammer who is able 
to provide your personal information. 
If you followed the above tips and still 
aren’t sure, call back at a publicly list- 
ed number for the organization from 
which the scammer claims to be or 
contact your loved one directly.

Commission’s scam alerts at ftc.gov/ 
scams. Visit USA.gov to learn how 
to report scams.

HUMBOLDT — Fen- 
tanyl overdoses are on the 
rise in Humboldt County. 
In 2020, Humboldt Coun- 
ty saw 11 fentanyl related 
deaths. In 2021, there have 
already been 33 Fentanyl 
related deaths. 

Fentanyl is added to co- 
caine, methamphetamine, 
heroin, and pills (sold as 
Oxycodone, OxyContin, 
Percocet, Xanax, Adderall, 
“Perc-30’s,” “M30’s” and 
many others). The quan- 
tity of fentanyl added to 
drugs are unknown to the 
user thus making the doses 
often lethal. 

Fentanyl dealers and 
distributers appeal to the 
youth by disguising fen- 
tanyl with many colors 
(blue, orange, purple, and 
others). They also use so- 
cial media such as Snap- 
chat, Facebook and Ins- 
tagram to reach children 
and young people. The 
Humboldt County Drug 
Task Force (HCDTF) en- 
courages parents to closely 
monitor your child’s social 
media accounts. 

Fentanyl sellers can be 
charged with murder. 

The HCDTF is combat- 
ting fentanyl overdoses by 
working in conjunction with 
the Humboldt County Coro- 
ner’s Office to conduct over- 
dose investigations. HCDTF 
is also working with the 
Humboldt County District 
Attorney’s Office as well as 
the United States Attorney 
General’s office to prosecute 
those who sell fentanyl. 

Fentanyl is manufac- 
tured in a foreign country 
and is distributed to Hum- 
boldt County from the Bay 
Area. Special Agents of the 
HCDTF have shifted their 


focus to seizing this fen- 
tanyl as it reaches Hum- 
boldt County from these 
areas. 

Seizures of fentanyl ap- 
pear smaller because of 
the quantity needed to use 
fentanyl. A fentanyl user 
will use microgram quan- 
tities which is enough to 
cause an overdose as op- 
posed to quantities of co- 
caine, methamphetamine, 
or heroin needed to cause 
overdose. 

In the event of an over- 
dose, Narcan can be ad- 
ministered and can reverse 
the effects of overdose and 
prevent death.

Ihroughout the fall sports 
| season, Arcata has been 
leading the pack in all as- 

pects of the word, finishing at the 
top of the league in football, girls 
soccer, and volleyball. The girls 
soccer team specifically has a very 
talented roster; however, only 37 
percent of the players on their 
roster live in Arcata, the rest come 
from a combination of McKin- 
leyville, Eureka and Fieldbrook. 

This raises the question, why 
should Arcata, a school with near- 
ly twice the total population of 
McKinleyville, get to cherry-pick 
talented athletes away from their 
hometown - 
school. The 
issue goes 
much deeper 
than — sports; 
the disparity 
in enrollment 
between Arca- 
ta and McKin- 
leyville, two 
schools in the 
same district, 
drastically 
affects the opportunities given to 
students at their respective school. 

McKinleyville High School has 
seen significant damage due to stu- 
dents transferring to Arcata High 
School. For example, 85 students 
this year have transferred to Arca- 
ta from McKinleyville while eight 
have transferred to McKinleyville. 
There is even a remarkable num- 
ber of students transferring from 
other schools in Humboldt County 
to Arcata. Arcata is seeing an issue 
with the facilities. 

When one attends a sports 
game specifically inside Arcata’s 
main gym, one can find that there

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COVID | Calls for resignation, threats of lawsuit by opponents of health order 


“* FROM 1 
vember 15 by a member of the 
Humboldt Freedom Coalition, a 
group that opposes the county’s 
health order and its rules, includ- 
ing its mask mandate, and criti- 
cizes vaccination. 

The group’s website features 
a Photoshopped depiction of a 
smiling Hoffman wearing a shirt 
that says “I (heart icon) vaccines” 
with a comic book speech balloon 
saying, “I love’m.” 

A headline reads, “Ian Hoff- 
man is so love drunk over C19 
vaccines he can no longer trust 
the science.” 

Also featured on the site is a 
shopping section with sweatshirts 
and knit hats bearing the group’s 
logo. 

The Freedom Coalition’s rally- 
ing is gaining momentum and its 
call for comment at the Board of 
Supervisors Nov. 16 virtual meet- 


ing was well-answered. 

Demands for lifting the health 
order’s restrictions were punctu- 
ated by lawsuit threats during a 
lengthy round of public comment 
at the meeting. 

Targeting a consent agenda 
written report by Health Officer 
Dr. Ian Hoffman, 19 people from 
various areas of the county told 
supervisors there’s no legal basis 
for continuing the health order. 

Many speakers focused on 
county code that mandates review 
of the need for health emergen- 
cies every two weeks. 

They also noted that county 
code states that the board “shall 
proclaim the termination of the 
local health emergency at the ear- 
liest possible date that conditions 
warrant the termination.” 

The push for vaccination was 
also questioned, with speakers 
saying that its protective effects 


are obviously short-lived, as 
booster shots are already neces- 
sary. 

Other speakers said vaccina- 
tion of children is unnecessary 
and that COVID-19 hospitaliza- 
tions and deaths have more to do 
with age and underlying condi- 
tions than the disease itself. 

The lengthy comment session 
had to be broken up into seg- 
ments to accommodate the agen- 
da’s time-set items. 

Several people described the 
segmenting as obstructive and 
asked that Hoffman’s reports no 
longer be listed as consent items. 

And that will probably happen. 
After comment on the consent 
agenda ended, a general public 
comment period began and some 
of those who spoke earlier again 
commented on issues related to 
COVID-19 and restrictions. 

That led to confrontational 


exchanges with Board Chair Vir- 
ginia Bass, who cut people off 
and told them they were being 
redundant. 

After asking County Coun- 
sel Jefferson Billingsley about 
rules for public comment, Bass 
said future agendas should have 
a general discussion item about 
all things COVID-19 to prevent 
double-dipping. 

One of the coalition’s members 
told supervisors to prepare for 
two hours of comment in near fu- 
ture meetings. 

Speakers also warned the 
board that they are “on notice” 
of a coming lawsuit. Supervisor 
Rex Bohn said the lawsuit threats 
“keep coming across the bow” and 
asked Billingsley to respond to 
them. 

Billingsley said he'll send a 
memo to the board on it, adding 
that the county is in “full compli- 


ance” with a state emergency dec- 
laration. 

County Emergency Opera- 
tions Director Ryan Derby said 
the state’s COVID-19 emergency 
declaration “waived the renewal 
requirements for counties.” 

Hoffman has set an 80 percent 
vaccination rate goal as a lever for 
lifting an indoor masking require- 
ment. 

As of Nov. 19, 59 percent of 
the county’s population was fully 
vaccinated, showing no increase 
from the previous week. 

Last week saw confirmation of 
183 more COVID-19 cases, with 
a high testing positivity rate of 13 
percent. 

There were three new hospi- 
talizations, of unvaccinated res- 
idents. One was in their 30s, the 
others were in their 60s and 70s. 

There were no COVID-19 
deaths last week.

hearing, Madrone proposed 
a map that moves Blue Lake 
from the third district into 
his district, the fifth. 

His proposal was met 
with suspicion of political 
motives from Board Chair 
Virginia Bass and Supervi- 
sor Rex Bohn. But Madrone 
said his map will unite the 
communities of Blue Lake 
and Glendale, which are al- 
ready grouped together un- 
der a community plan. 

“It’s all political but real- 
ly we’re all — I hope -— try- 
ing to set aside our political 
motivations and listen to 
what the community is say- 
ing,” he continued. 

Doubt remained. Bohn 
said the survey Madrone 
mentioned didn’t say any- 
thing about joining the two 
communities into the same 
supervisorial district. 

During a previous advi- 
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sory committee process, a 
map was proposed — and 
eventually scrapped — that 
would have had a profound 
effect on the next Fourth 
District supervisor election. 
Bass, who is the fourth 
district supervisor, noted 
that and struggled to find 
diplomatic wording to call 
out political intent on Ma- 
drone’s mapping proposal. 
“When the first maps came 
out, I got blasted because it 
was being said that I was try- 
ing to redistrict out everybody 
who might try to run for this 
office,” she said. “So I didn’t 
engage in the conversation.” 
She added that when 
Madrone proposed his map 
at the previous hearing, “I 
felt not really good about it 
and I had some folks from 
the public mention it as 
well — if I brought a map 
back and encouraged you 
guys to vote for it, I think 


I’d get some blowback from 
the public too.” 

Madrone had made a 
motion to set his map for 
approval on December 7. 
But other supervisors indi- 
cated they want to keep the 
county’s map as it is and 
Madrone agreed to with- 
draw his motion. 

The county must approve 
a map by Dec. 15. Chris 
Chaffee of the Redistricting 
Partners consulting firm 
said late release of census 
data has left many coun- 
ties scrambling to approve 
maps under tight timelines. 

He said the plan was to 
get the census data in April, 
allowing eight months for 
decision-making. 

“Getting the data in 
September has really ham- 
pered the ability to have 
a truly transparent public 
process throughout,” Chaf- 
fee continued. 


He said his firm is work- 
ing with “a baker’s dozen” 
of counties that have “dif- 
ferent problems” due to the 
process’s late start. 

Madrone vouched for 
consensus and joined a 
unanimous vote in support 
of Bohn’s motion to put 
a map that’s “exactly the 
same” as the current one up 
for approval on Dec. 7. 

Other redistricting pro- 
posals that have been dis- 
cussed and discarded are 
joining Rio Dell and Scotia, 
and Samoa with Manila 
and Fairhaven.
